DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 3, 7-9, and 13-21 (renumbered 1-14) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Zharov (EP 
906) and Webb (US 2003/0120005) are each directed to adhesive compositions having 
an organoborane amine complex. In each instance, the adhesive composition is 
described as being suitable for bonding low surface energy substrates and it is well 
known that pipes are commonly formed of such low surface energy substrates. As 
such, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found it 
obvious to perform a pipe bonding method using the adhesives disclosed by Zharov and 
Webb. The references, however, do not teach the specific use of the claimed 
organoborane amine complex comprising an amino siloxane. It is noted that Formula 3 
of Webb is extremely similar to the claimed amine complex but it does not contain a 
siloxane unit and one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not 
have found it obvious to modify the amine complex of Webb in accordance to the 
claimed invention.
